view of the question, and a bloody war. The 
south had been worsted and bowed to the 
logic of events, and had labored since to re­ 
construct their broken fortunes.

that the principal result of the conflict was 
the overthrow of the theory that a state 
had a right to secede and the establishment 
of the indestructibility of the Union ou a 
firm foundation. 
He said that the feature 


that distinguished this presidential trip from 
all others was that it was in no sense polit­ 
ical, and closed with a graceful tribute tc 
Mrs. Cleveland. 
In his reply the presi lent referred to the 


wonderful growth of the west, and said that 
hero he saw both growth ahd astonishing re­ 
cuperation. 
He adverted to the sufferings oi 


Memphis from yellow fever, the ready re­ 
sponse of the country to the cry for help at 
that time, and the recovery of the city from 
the devastation caused thereby, and referring 
to the judge’s remarks concerning the union, 
said: 


The patriotic sentiment expressed on your be­ 
half by your honored fellow-eitizen in his address 
of welcome I am sure 1 may say will be generously 
responded to by your countrymen of the north. 
They want, I believe, rest from sectional bitter 
ness, and they know that the destiny of our coun­ 
try is only to l>e achieved by a true union in senti­ 
ment, in feeling, as well as in name. The business 
interests of our people are too alert and intelli­ 
gent to bo sacrificed or injured by s< Ifish Appeals 
to passion which should be allay* 1. 
Th ;y only in­ 
sist that all the results of the arbitrament of arms, 
to which fefer.-neelias here been made, shall bt 
fully retained and inforced. 
He closed with a few words in favor of in 


provement of the Mississippi river and thank 
for the kind welcome he had received.
